Creek a few m iles sou th bf W ash­ 
ington C. H. and also along Sugar 
C reek a few m iles w est of this 
city. 
T he 
cow l-shaped, 
brow nish 
purple spathe, or fruit sta lk of the 
sk u n k cabbage, cam e through the 
ground early this m onth and is 
now in full bloom . 
It gives o ff an unpleasant odor, 
h ence the nam e “sk u n k cabbage.’ 
Later in the season large, flesh ­ 
ly leaves appear, m uch resem bling 
cultivated 
cabbage 
leaves. 
It is not unusual for the skunk 
cabbage to bloom in January, for 
It u su ally bloom s the first m onth 
in the year, or if held back by 
severe w eather,

Civilian Defense 
Community Chest

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—(ZP)__ 
The defense department has made 
a grand mess of telling college stu- j 
dents how they can enlist in the 
service of their choice before be­ 
ing drafted into the army. 
That mess now is in the pro­ 
cess of being cleaned up and soon 
perhaps the defense 
department 
w ill have worked out a way to get 
itself off the hook and 
case the 
minds of students and parents. 
This is an explanation of w hat’s 
happened: 
The first news a young man 
gets from his draft board is a ques- I 
tionaire. When he fills that out, 
the board puts him in a certain 
classification, at least temporarily. 
Say Jones is single, no depen­ 
dents, and not a veteran, he’s plac­ 
ed in I-A . Sometime later he’s or­ 
dered to report for a physical e x ­ 
amination. This is called the “pre­ 
induction physical.” 
Say Jones passes that all right. J 
Then he’s permanently placed in 
class 1-A by his board. Some time I 
later he’s ordered to report for in­ 
duction into the 
armed 
forces, i 
Which means being drafted. 
N otice that there s a difference 
between being ordered to report 
for a 
“pre-induction 
physical” 
and being ordered to report for 
“induction.” 
N ow under the draft law, passed 
June 24, 1948, no one is permitted 
to enlist in any branch of the ser­ 
vice after he has received his in­ 
duction notice. 
(This was Jritended to prevent 
youths waiting till they were ac­ 
tually about to be drafted into the 
army and then suddenly enlisting 
in the air force or navy, which 
they m ight like better). 
But under the law, also, the in­ 
duction of a college 
student, 
is 
postponed by his board until he 
has finished the college year in 
which he received his induction 
notice. 
Some months ago the various 
branches of the service agreed a- 
mong them selves 
that none 
of 
them would accept as a volunteer 
a college student once he had re­ 
ceived his “pre-induction 
physi­ 
cal” notice. 
As a result, a number of stu­ 
dents have been faced w ith the 
problem of dropping out of col- 
lege—when 
they believed 
they 
were going to get a “pre-induc­ 
tion physical” notice—to enlist in 
the branch of the 
service they 
preferred before their draft-free 
college year was up. 
They’ve been doing so, knowing 
that if they waited for the pre­ 
induction physical they would — 
if they passed the exam —be in­ 
ducted into the army at the end of 
their school year. 
There’s been a lot of pressure 
on the defense department from 
around the country to do som e­ 
thing about this—to make it un­ 
necessary for students to drop out 
of school before their draft-free 
year was over to enlist in some 
preferred 
branch of the 
armed 
forces. 
On Jan. 19 the defense depart­ 
m ent came up with what it seemed 
to think was a solution. It a- 
bandoned the old policy of bar­ 
ring enlistm ent by a man who's 
received his pre-induction physi­ 
cal notice. 
The defense department issued 
a statement on its new policy, say­ 
ing: 
“The new policy provides that 
students enrolled in 
college or 
universities and thus autom atical­ 
ly entitled to deferm ent from the 
school year in which they receive 
their induction notices 
shall be 
allowed, to the extent of avail­ 
able openings in each service, to 
enlist in the service of their choice 
at any time in the tw o-m onths im ­ 
m ediately 
preceding 
the 
final 
month of their school year.” 
Note that this statem ent didn’t 
say anything about pre-induction 
physical notice. It said “ . . . the 
school year in w hich they receive 
their induction notice.” 
B ut—the law positively says no 
one can enlist in any branch of 
the service after receiving his in­ 
duction notice. In short, this new 
statement from the defense de­ 
partment seemed to 
b e--but it 
was vague and weasel-worded — 
in direct conflict with the law.

If all the verbiage spilled out on the floor 


of the UN during 
the Korean War 
were 


soaked up in a sponge, 
it wouldn’t bring 


back a single Am erican life lost in the hills 


around Chungju. The plain fact is that the 


U N today is not even an effective debating 


society, because it has lost the capacity to 
reach a decision. 


The Security Council, intended originally 
to be the executive agency of the UN, has 
been rendered m eaningless by the Russian 
veto technique. The General Assem bly has 
becam e 
equally 
ridiculous 
because 
the 
small nations are teaching the big boys that 
they can trade their votes for major con­ 
cessions just 
as sm artly as their 
former 
mentors. Beyond these facts, it is evident 
that there is no em erging personality in the 
UN who can furnish moral leadership to 
the world.

Where Does United States Stand? By George 
Sokolsky 


A nation has to face up with 
reality sooner or later. We can 
wander in a 
miasma of hopes 
and wishes, but aooner or later 
we come up slap-bang against 
cold 
facts. 
No 
twisting 
and 
squirming helps 


No m atter how much we talk 
about what 
we need to do 
in 
Europe, we are 
actually fighting 
in Asia. A m er­ 
icans are being 
killed there. Our 
troops have been 
at it since June 
25, six months 
of 
h eartb reak ­ 
ing, mind - sear­ 
ing. 
d e a d l y 
fighting. M a n v 
hawe been kill­ 
ed: 
many 
are 
Sukoisky 
perm anently dm- 
a bled. I recently saw a preview 
of a motion picture, “Steel Hel­ 
met,” which, with rare realism, 
describes our Korean wrar as a 
fact. 
While we sit comfortably ru­ 
m inating on w h at General Eisen­ 
hower m ay or may not succeed 
in doing in Europe, General Mac­ 
A rth ur is actually, day by day, 
hour by hour, facing a merciless 
and form idable foe. Nor is it pas­ 
sible to forget Korea, while we 
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w ait fpr Eisenhower to make his 
deals 
in Europe. 
There is 
no 
waiting time while our boys are 
being killed. 
Maybe we should never have 
gone into 
Korea! 
Maybe 
we 
should, in humiliation and ab ­ 
jectly, cut our losses there and 
get out! M aybe we should recog­ 
nize the Soviet world as our m as­ 
ters! 
Is not all that academic? The 
fact is that we are in Korea and 
that we cannot accept the in ­ 
dignity of humiliation and de­ 
feat without suffering diplom ati­ 
cally and economically through­ 
out the world, A licked nation 
has no standing Nor can we long 
rem am an independent people if 
we accept the Soviets as 
our 
masters. 
Therefore, JYean Acheron 
has 
taken the correct step when he 
rejected 
the 
c o u n t s -terms 
of 
Soviet China in the m atter of 
the cease-fire. 
Their counter­ 
terms involve total 
humiliation 
for the United States. They are 
insulting terms -- the offer of a 
conqueror to a defeated foe who 
is tolerated. 
Our governm ent has no altern a­ 
tive but to acknowledge that So­ 
viet China is an enemy nation 
m aking war upon the 
United 
States. That nation has rejected 
every effort on our part to meet 
them three-quarters of the way. 
They dem and total humiliation. 
If the United Nations deserts 
the United States at this point, 
there is nothing for Congress to 
do but to abrogate the treaty 
which makes us a party to the 
United Nations charter. 
Therefore, the next step is up 
to the United Nations. Either that 
body declares Soviet China to be 
an aggressor or it denounces it­ 
self to be a congregation of cow ­ 
ards, unw orthy of our member ­ 
ship. It seems to me that those 
are the alternatives. 
True, if the United States ab an ­ 


dons the 
United 
Nations, that 
parliament of states would have 
little reason for existence. N ever­ 
theless. it would be an interest­ 
ing legal point as to w hether they 
could not. in such .circumstances, 
continue to meet in New York. 
They are housed in this city by 
the terms of contracts with the 
governm ent of the United States 
and the state of New York, fully 
covered by acts of federal Con­ 
gress and the New York state 
legislature. 
Would our withdrawal 
from 
the United Nations affect those 
contracts? One of the clauses of 
the contract with the government 
of the United States guarantees 
to those w-ho have business with 
the United Nations free access to 
it. That includes spie^ and sa­ 
boteurs if they have the proper 
credentials. Tim United States is 
not the judge of the credentials, 
although such agents of foreign 
governm ents 
must live in our 
cities and move about in them 
In our present troubles with 
Soviet Russia and Soviet China j 
this can become tremendously im ­ 
p ortant w hether we rem ain in 
th e United Nations or withdraw’ 
from it. Thousands of Europeans 
and Asiatics, in one way or an ­ 
other, have proper business with 
the United 
Nations 
who may, 
as a sideline, have other highly 
im proper business in the United 
States. How’ are we protecting 
ourselves from them? How many 
agents do the Soviet countries 
have in the United States at this 
moment? 
Here it is only five years since 
the San Francisco conference and 
already it is faced by a crisis 
which means life or death for 
that body. Such is the destiny of 
all human institutions that are 
devised in cunning and perp etrat­ 
ed by appeasement. 
A nation, like a man, must live 
with dignity and decency — or gal 
under morally.
